“We would hope that no teacher 
group_in_this ,state_or_nation would 


resort to this means except as a} 


last resort, but they. should have 
the same right as anyother cit- 
then,” said a board spokesman. 

' Prior to the board decision, 


teachers were deemed included| 


under the Hutchinson Act, which 
calls for the firing of public em- 


ployes involved in. .a_ strike. The] 
board said this act should be re- 


pealed.

Presumably the board considered 
the idea that the educated teacher 
and local boards of education will 
properly weigh the various prob- 
Iems in any given labor dispute. 

Responsibilities come with all 
rights. Many teachers now feel the 
responsibilities placed upon them 
have long outweighed their rights 
where local education-policies are 
concerned. * 

Salary compensation and fringe 
benefits are not. the only areas in 
which teachers have occasionally 
complained although these do lead 
the list. Overbearing boards of 
education and overly heavy teach- 
ing loads have also resulted in a 
good share of teacher-community 
problems. 5 

Since the State Board of Educa- 
tlon’s_statement appeared designed 
primarily to give teachers more 
leverage in employe-employer dis- 
putes, it is to be hoped the policy 
will serve just this purpose. If the 
statement of policy {a used as a 
blackjack, 1 would appear the 
board's philosophy will have been 
misinterpreted.

Social Security, continues to rise. 

Some 746 former workers and 
their families, more than ever be- 
fore, are now benefiting from mon- 
ey that was deducted from their 


_. |pay-envelopes over the years and 


put into the Social Security trust 
fund for their future needs. 

Most of the recipients are re- 
tired workers. The remainder are 
disabled workers, widows, child- 
ren and other dependents. 

The official figures, as of the 
beginning of this year, show how 
rapidly the system is mushroom- 
ing. 

Five years ago, there were only 
488 local residents gettting such 
pension checks. The number is 53 
percent greater at the present 
time. 

ELSEWHERE in the United 
States, by comparison, the increase 
amounted to 44 percent and, in the 
State of Michigan, to 38 percent. 

The growth has been the result, 
jin part, of the. steady expansion 
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residents of Crawford County. 

The report shows that checks to 
local beneficiaries, as of January 
, 1965, were at the annual rate 
of $602,000. 

By way of comparison, pen- 
sion payments five years. ago 
came to only $354,000. 

The inflow of such funds hag 
reached the point where it has a 
significant impact on the local 
economy. , 

Nationally, also, the huge turn- 
over of pension money, as well as 
the higher payroll taxes necessary 
to foot the bills, have become mat- 
ters of major consideration.
